_ UNUSUAL DISEASE 
ENTERS INTO CASE 
- IN APPEALS COURT 


Blastomycosis, said to be one of the 
-yrost unusual diseases in the pharma- 
copia, was an important factor Tues- 
day in a decision handed down by the 
+ ptate court of appeals. C. L. Smith, of 
Atlanta, suffering from the disease 
which is caused by the entry of a fun- 
gus or vegetable growth through an 
ghersice of the skin, lost the decis- 
on when the appellate court reversed 
the ruling of Judge E. H, Thomas, of 
ton superior court. in Smith’s suit 

for damagey. 
~ According to the record, Smith, who 
was employed by the International 
Vegetable Oil company, got a blister 
* on his neck when a drop of hot water 
fell on him while he was at work in 
a well. His collar irritated the _blis- 
ter and shortly afterwards he was 
exposed t& ammonia gas, in the 
course of his employment. His neck 
- became so sore he lost a week’s em- 

ployment. 

On his return to work, he stayed 
for two months, when he developed 
sores all over his body and lost an 
arm by amputation. He had accepted 
a full settlement from the insurance 
company for nine weeks disability at 
$12 a week, before it was found that 
he was a victim of blastomycosis, He 
asked a rehearing on his case before 
the Georgia industrial commission, and 
was grantel a larger award. The 
award was sustained by Judge 
Thomas. 

In reversing the decision the court 
of appeals held that the plaintiff had 
failed to prove that the disease re- 
sulted directly from injury sustained 
in the course of his employment by 
the ‘vegetuble oil company. The court, 
nowever. sustained the right to have 
“the case reopened. 


FORFEIT OF .BOND

Mayor Sims, on the other hand, 
expressed the belief that the building 
inspector’s present force is capable 
of enforcing the section, and he sug- 
gested that inspectors of the fire de- 
partment assist by reporting all 
buildings in which no notices of ap- 
proved floor loads are posted in ac- 
cordance with the law. 

“T can see no reason why the law 
should not be enforced as is writ- 
ten in the building code.” he said. 
“Fire inspectors in making their 
rounds investigating fire hazards 
could easily give daily reports to 
the building inspector on all build- 
ings not displaying the notices of 
approved floor loads, which the sec- 
tien specifies shall be posted con- 
spicuously on. each floor. Upon re- 
ceiving these reports, the building 
inspector could call unon owners and 
occupants of the buildings concerned 
to «omply immediately with the law 
or suffer the consequénces.” 

Allen Measure Discussed. 

While both the mayor and _ the 
building inspector declined to com- 
ment on Councilman Allen’s measure 
calling for creation of the office of 
city fire marshal, the “proposal was 
widely discussed. In some quarters 
it met with unqualified favor; in 
others it was urged that no new 
city department be created, but that 
the fire marshal and his operatives 
be placed under directiun of the 
building inspecto-. 

Still other people pointed to the 
fact that the ordinance provides only 
$4,000 annual salary for the proposed: 
new official, and they _ pointedly 
questioned the wisdom of giving a 
$4,000-a-year man full authority to 
condemn property. This latter group 
also favored placing the fire marshal 
under the buildinz inspector. 

While sharp differences of opinion 
prevailed concerning the iunguage of

“Nothing of 
the kind- He acted then as I al- 
ways saw him act when there was 
any danger or real trouble of any 
kind, with perfect calmness and self-

I knew of no other quality so im- 
portant as that of learning to make 
prompt amd honest decisions quickly.

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Editor Constitution: Much is being writ- 
ten on the subject—‘‘What is the matter 
with Georgia?’ This question may be an- 
swered with the statement that city life 
has absorbed too much of the brains and 
beauty of the country. More young folks 
must be kept on the farm if our state is 
to regain its former prestige. The way 
for this te be accomplished is for our 
schools and colleges, if not to stress the 
desirability of country life, to at least pre- 
sent it in as good’ light as they present 
the advantages of city life. Teach the 
youth that as much brain is required to 
farm as is required in other professions, 
teach agriculture as an’ honorable profession, 

‘‘Toil, toll, either of the brain, of the 
heart, or of the hand is the only true no- 
bility." Agriculture combines as does no 
other calling the three kinds of toll. 

In view of the wniversal appeal made 
by agriculture upon the minds of men, let 
us consider the business of farming from 
three angles upon which its success may 
be predicated. , 

The first is practical knowledge, - How- 
ever trite, nothing is truer than ‘‘Knowledge 
is power.’’ ‘To make a success the farmér 
must acquire a workitig knowledge of the 
science of agriculture. That may be had 
by experience, experiments, observation and 
reading. To the real farmer, every day is 
a school day with nature for master, a 
teacher stern and formidable to a wayward 
pupil, but most kind and generous to those 
of her pupils who.age earnest and energetic. 
The farmer must study. If done right it 
requires as much skill to run a two-horse 
farm as it does for a physician to attend 
his patients; as the president of a bank to 
conduct his bank’s affairs, as a lawyer to 
plead the cause of his client. Whatever 
ridicule and failure has fallen to the farmer 
as a class is due to his lack of knowledge. 

Next to knowledge in the success of a 
farmer comes the personal factor of energy 
or a willingness to do bard manual labor. 
Science aids; but no knowledge can remove 
God's edict to Adam when He evicted man 
from the Garden of Eden—‘‘In the sweat 
of thy face shalt thou eat bread.’’ 

Give a farmer knowledge and energy; but 
to reach success he must have mechanical 
equipment. Not necessarily expensive tools 
but equipment suited to his needs.. The pro- 
fession of agriculture, like all other voca- 
tions, is constantly improving and equip- 
ment must keep pace with the times. The 
implements with which your father farmed 
are not the ones you should employ. The 
varieties of seeds your grandfather planted 
are not the seed to meet your expanded re- 
quirements. 

But we must reach, the heart and the 
mind of the stdte to let the people know

THE NATURE OF ARTHRITIS. 
In the last two arguments we had 
about arthritis it was conceded that 
any half way intelligent layman 
knows when he has lame, sore or in- 
flamed joints—and it requires no in- 
telligence at all for a doctor to trans- 
jate such a complaint into the medical 
lingo, arthritis. The diagnosis of 
arthritis begins when it has been 
agreed that one or more joints are 
inflamed: the diagnosis consists in 
determining or in striving to deter- 
mine the cause and nature of the in- 
flammation, Js it tuberculosis?’ Is it 
a septic infection—by some strain of 
streptococcus, “staphyleecocecus or 
pneumococcus from some seplic focus 
in the tonsils, teeth or elsewhere? Is 
it gonorrheal arthritis? Is it syphili- 
tie arthritis? Or is it of unknown 
nature and origin? If it is destined to 
be placed in the category of the un- 
known, as are a considerable, number 
of eases of clironic arthritis in the 
present state of knowledge, then it 
may be duybed “rheumatism,” and 
the patient ean amuse himself think- 
ing and talking about the bad climate 
or the damp weather or perhaps be- 
wailing how he slept on the bare 
ground one night many years ago. 
There is a very pathetic form of 
arthritis, pathetic because it seems to 
select young victims by preference, 
children of tender years, and eruelly 
disable and deform them, It is vari- 
ously known as chronic polyarthritis, 
atrophie arthritis, arthritis deformans, 
Sill’s disease and just chronic arthri- 
tis. In most cases this begins not un- 
like an acute arthritis, shortly after 
some such illness as scarlet fever, and 
after several weeks of successive in- 
volvement of one joint after another 
and the fever of acute arthritis, the 
condition drifts on into a chronic one, 
the fever and the inflammation sub- 
siding but the lameness of the joints 


ing on indefinitely. A peculiarity of 
this type of urthritis is the striking 
absence of the heart complications 
which so frequently occur in ordinary 
acute infectious arthritis or so called 
“sheumatic fever.’. The course of 
the illness is progressive, a gradual 
deterioration in the stgucture of the 
affected joints, associated with 
atrophy, that is, the wasting and en- 
feeblement of unused tissues, and not 
only the muscles and ligaments but 
-also the bones in the affected joints 
Lecome atrovhied and weakened. 

Fortunately, in a certain number of 
these cases*the process is spontane- 
ously arrested after several months 
and complete recovery ultimately oc- 
curs. This happens without respect 
to the treatment employed. I said 
the cause and nature of this form of 
arthritis is not known, and therefore 
any treatment must be empirical, 
based on experience or faith in. gen- 
eral hygienic measures. 

Since the enforced disability itself 
is a big factor in the progress of the 
disease, any-means whereby the pa- 
tient can get exercise, and especially 
movements of the affected joints, 
after the acute inflammation has sub- 
sided, will be helpful. This involves 
the application of massage, manipula- 
tion and mechanical apparatus as well 
as voluntary @xercise..

Mrs. Ida Hughes’ 
Case Is Carried 
To Highest Court 


A bill of exceptions to carry. the 
case to the United States supreme 
court was secured from the Georgia 
supreme court ‘Tuesday by attorneys 
for Mrs. Ida Hughes, who is now serv- 
ing a life term at the state prison for 
the murdér of her mother-in-law, Mrs. 
M. C. Hughes, in Egan Park. 

The -bill of exceptions is based on 
the claim that the state supreme court 
should have declared a “no trial,” be- 
cause the trial judge and the defend- 
ant were not in the courtroom .when 
the jury’s yerdict of guilty was re- 
turned, late at night. 

The same argument was carried be- 
fore the state supreme court by R. R. 
Jackson, an attorney for Mrs. Hughes, 
when her appeal for new trial was 
pending, but was overruled by the 
Georgia court. 


Governor Details 
Reason for Refusing 
Clemency to Curry 


Governor Walker Tuesday handed 
own his written decision’in the plea 
for commutation of Lee Curry, con- 
demned murderer,. sentenced to hang 
this week in the Lyons county jail. 
The governor announced his decision 
not to intertere with the verdict of 
the court Jast Saturday, but did not 
give out the written ruling until 
‘Tuesday. 

By his action the governor de- 
stroyed the Jast hope of Curry, whose 
attorneys wre reported to have 
planned to axk the governor to ap- 
point a’ sanity commission to examine 
Curry’s mental condition. If he had 
been found insane he would have 
been taken to the state sanatorium 
at Milledgeville and. kept. there until 
he recovered, when he would again 
have been liable to payment of the 
legal penalty exacted for the murder 
of Burleigh Phillips. 

However, the governor definitely 
xtated his non-eoncurrence in the in- 
sanity theory in his opinion handed 
down- Tuesday, thus definitely bar- 
ring that avenue of escape from the 
gallows. 

The governor's decision was as fol- 
lows: 

“Able counsel havé appealed for a 
life sentence to five. different juries 
in the vicinage. Not one of these 
juries has declared the applicant wor- 
thy ef such clemency. Appeal-is now 
based on the ground that applicant 
was mentally defective when the crime 
wae committed and yet immediately 
after the crime was committed at the 
first trial no such claim was made. 
The defense was planted solely on 
the ground of self-defense. Prior to 
the crime, no public claim was ever 
heard or recorded that the applicant 
wus so mentally defective as to be un: 
able to determine right. from wrong. 
So far as this executive is concernel, 
‘uch claim is not impressive éoming, 
as it oes, for the first time after the 
eommission of an atrocious crime. 
Every county possesses some serlous- 
ly defective mind but the defects are 
nniversally known and recognized and 
safe-cuarded when necessary. Let the 
selfish. indulgent and criminally-mind- 
ed realize once for all that an allega- 
tion of a weak-mind made for the 
first time after a diaholical murder 
will avail nothing in Georgia. 

‘lhe judgment of the court and the 
recommendation of the prison commis- 
<ion sre approved and the application 
for clemency is accordingly declined.”

PROPOSAL TO-SCRAP 
400 SHIPS.SUPPORTED 


Washington, May 19.—(By the As- 
sociated Press.)—Chairman O’Connor, 
of the shipping board, declared in a. 
statement today that his proposal to 
scrap as useless 400 idle government 
merchant vessels was supported by a 
report of a committee of experts made 
to him. Jast April. 

The experts, he said. found that 521 
cargo vessels, of which 302 were 
lakers, were in excess of the ecom- 
mercial needs of the country, and were 
not required in connectio.. with the 
military service. 

- The committee was - ade up of rep- 
resentatives of the war department, 
navy department, department of\com- 
merce, the shipping board and the fleet 
corporation, and was said to have 
acted under the authority of the com- 
mittee appointed by the president in 
1924 to study and make recommenda- 
tions on matters affecting the Ameri- 
can merchant marine. The report of 
the president’s committee wax made 
public some time ago, but it did not go 
into detail on the question of scrap- 
ping. 

In the light of the experts’ ‘report, 
Chairman O'Connor is understood to 
hold that there is no question as to 
maintenance of a sufficient naval re- 
serve at issue in the pending recom- 
mendation of the shipping board’s 
sub-committee on serapping to dis- 
pose of 200 vessels of the idle fleet 
for junking. The board’s sub-com- 
mittee is in agteement to recommend 
such a policy, and is expected to sub- 
mit its report to the full board next 
week, 

“Under the assumed conditions, Mr. 
O'Connor said, ‘the number of vessels 
represents a clear surplus which are 
not required for either the naticn or 
commercial needs of the country, 
which are expensive to maintain, 
which are continually deteriorating 
and which should, therefore, be dis- 
posed of as early as practicable.”
